about 60 miles above the month of Rod River, was very 
Shrowadly and boldly executed, Gon. Smith Yonded 28 
aiflee bolow. the fort, not far from where Gen Dick 
‘Taylor was oncamped with 11,250 men, Ap soon on 
Taylor heard of Gon. Smith's landing ho attempted to 
reach tho roar and attack, Skiraileblng commenced on 
Gen Smith's loft flank before he was aware oftho oxat 
Chereabouts of the enomy. Boing informed of Toylors 
Yesigns, ho exclaimed, "Now for a raco betweon the 
Rebels ond tho United States to the fort.” By o quick 
movement, Gen. Smith, wvith {hls riny, eucoceded In 
reaching Port Do Russy throo hours before Dick ‘Toylor 
Camotp, At de'clock in tho afternoon the 3d ond 
gth Indiana batterics opened on the fort, which replied 
vigorously with three of its heaviest gune, Tha can- 
vanude eontinned an hoar, when. Gen. Smith ordered a

Hon. E. G, Spaulding of Buth written 
alotter to fork Ketchum, Exq., of this city,

That may have been unwise—we do not say it 
was not—but it has not been half so influential 
as Mr. §. supposes. Gold has gono up, in part 
because the work of suppressing tho Rebellion 
os scarcely gone forward since last Soptembor; 
in part because our prosent Congress has evinced 
shameful incapacity or infidelity to its trust in 
postponing the necessary, inevitable action for 
tho-reinyigoration of the National Cradit. 
We caro not whether you conour ‘or 
not in our conviction that, in their ba 
subservieney to the Whisky-gamblors, a ma- 
jority of cither’ House justly forfeited tho con- 
fidence of their constituents, since you cannot 
dony that a Congress fit to exist would have 
matured and perfected some sort of Finanoial 
system before the close of if§ fourth month. 
Not togot at alf in crisis like the present—to in- 
crease no taxes—pass no, important measures of| 
Finance—till tho fifth month of the session, is 
a glaring confession that our legislators aro as 
incompetent as our Gonerals have ever been. 
McClellan's waiting with Two Hundred Thon- 
sand men for the leayes to fall, and tho mnd to 
dry up, and for all manner of straws to bo re- 
moved from his path, is fairly paralleled by 
tho obstinate do-nothing impolicy of the present 
Congross. And itis this, more than any thing 
done or forborno in the Treasury building, that 
fos sont Gold up like a rocket since the present 
yoat camo in. Had s good, substantial system 
of inoreased taxation—addingat least One Hund- 
ced Millions per annum to onr Internal Royo- 
one, doubling the duties on imported lusnri 
and securing the collection of the Income Tax 
already lovied but not one-quarter paid—beon 
perfeoted by the Ist of February, as it should 
havo been, Gold would not have beon 
above.50 por cent ‘pramjum this year. The bill 
authorizing tho Sooretizyaf the Treasury to 
sell gold undor certain ‘ontingendies is 
very well so far as it goes; butt should haye 
been preceded by measures insuring that he would 
havo gold to sell.

MEXICO. 

By onr special correspondence from Matamo- 
ros, and an inclosed copy of The Montercy Morn- 
Star of March 4, we have two weeks later 
concerning the relations between Juarez 
and Vidaurri. ‘The treason of tho latter is fully 
eonfirmed. Vidaurri had, ever since the out, 
break of the Rebellion, carried on ja largo and 
Incratiye trade with tho Rebels; and rather 
than have his receipts from this trado curtailed, 
he has followed the example of his Confederate 
frtends, and become a rebel against tha lawful 
Government of his country, It seems that he 
had mado an attempt to draw over to his side 
Cortina, the new Governor of Tamaulipas; but 
in this he has utterly failed. Cortina has re- 
mained loyal to the National Government, and 
has promptly sent troops against Vidaurri, 
while Doblado is roported to hayo marched 


against\ him from Saltillo, in order to 
crush him, if possible, before ho could 
get any aid , from the French. Presi- 


dent. Juores bas formelly deposed him, but 
not yet appointed a successor. At the samo 
time Coahuila, which Vidaurri had incorporated 
with Nuevo Leon, bas beon restored by Presi- 
dent Juarez to the character of a freo and inde- 
pendent State. One of tho nest arrivals from 
Mexico must bring us an account of an engage- 
ment between the forces of Vidanrri and those 
of the National Government, and it is obvious 
that the issue of thisnew conflict is of very great 
importance to the fate of the Republic. If Vi- 
danrti is crushed, tho cause of tho National 
Government in Northern Moxico ia stronger 
than it has ever beon. But if Vidanrri should 
sneceed in maintaining himself until he can get 
aid from the French, he will seriously embarrass 
the farther operations of Juarez. 

From anothor part of the Mexican, Republic, 
a great Moxican yictory is announced. The 
forees under Gens. Uraga and Borcozabel are 
reported to have stormed Guadalajara, and to 
haye captured more than 700 prisoners, 24 can- 
non, and an immense amount of war materials. 
The nows was not altogether unexpected, for 
our latest.accounts from French sources ex- 
pressed o fear, that reinforcements were ur- 
gently needed at Guadalajara, to prevent it 
from falling into the hands of Uraga. Some 
doubt is, however, thrown upon the correctness 
of the report, by the oirgumstance that it is qn- 


nounced in a lotter from San Luis, dated Fob. 
19, and that we bad previous reports from the 
City of Mexico to Feb. 25, not mentioning tho 
fall of tho city.

RICHTOND CAMPAIGNS. 

An articlo in The Richmond Examiner dis- 
cusses the expected moyement of this Spring 
against the Rebel capital, witha viow to 
persuade tho people of the South that by 
proper exortion on their part the city is 
defensible against any possible effort to 
take it; and o this considerable morsel 
of comfort to its desponding readers: ‘They 
have sent ench year an army always greater 
than that which they sent tho year boforo. 
Defeat and disaster have hitherto been the 
invariable result.” Admitting the truth of the 
latter statement, wo deny that it includes any 
real excuse for discouragenient on our part as to 
future operations. It will appoar that past 
campaigns have failed not from inadequate 
resources, nor from tho insuflicient valor of our 
soldiers, nor from insurmountable existing diffi- 
culties, but simply from the stupendous blunders 
of incapable Generals. 

The first movement supposed to have beon 
directed against Richmond was in July, 1861. 
Gen. McDowell Jed an army of 18,000 men 
nt the Robel forces at Manasses, and was 
defeated; first, because not more than balf our 
available force was sent to the front; second, 
because he did not know how to handle those he 
had; third, becanse Joo Johnston was suffered 
by tho treachery of Patterson to effect a junction 
with Befturegard on the battle-field, and deci- 
sively turned the scalo against us, Wo do not 
expect herealter to see either of those causes of 
disaster reappear. 

Tho second attempt—tongo  intervallo—was 
by way ofthe Peninsula, and was direoted by 
Gen. MeClellan. With an army of 108,000 
men he sat down before Yorktown, April 4, 
1862, defended at that time by a Rebel force of 
7,500 men. McClellan soys it was 20,000— 
but no matter. It is known by the testimon 
of Senator Bowden that thé Rebels neve 
seriously thought of making a stand at York- 
town, till they found siege operations boginning. 
They were in no condition to resist a detor- 
mined advance, either at that point, 
or at any other on the Peninsula, and 
they have admitted that Richmond would 
then have fallen, had McClellan gono on. But 
ho dug awey industriously before Yorktown 
till the Robels got ready to evacuate it, which 
they did May 4—a month of delay invaluable 
to thom. The battle of Williamsburg followed 
—fought whilo McClollan was far to the rear— 
and the Rebels were beaten, and might, by the 
testimony of several Generals, haye been pur- 
sued inté’ Richmond, Instead of which the 
army was again halted, and two weeks were 
consumed in a march of fifty miles to the Chick- 
ahominy; astride of which stream McClellan 
finally planted his army within ton miles of 
Richmond. 

‘Tho defensive policy was adopted with tho 
eamo strango porsistency here as at Yorktown. 
Seven Pines svas fought May 31—a battle which 
the enemy brought on—and Fair Oaks the next 
doy, MoClellan’s disposition of the troops had 
allowed a raw division to be destroyed the first 
day, but in spite of that los and of the result- 
ing disaster, tho battle of Fair Oaks, on June 1, 
ended in an overwhelming defeat of the Rebel: 
Thoy were terribly beaten and fled in pani 
and onco moro the road to Richmond lay open, 
but McClellan would not pormit it to bo tray- 
eled. From that time on, there was no offensive 
movement on onr side, and the next scone 
in the drama reyeals this gallant army 
with its faco turned ‘sadly away in 
disgraceful retreat—disgraceful to its com- 
mander, never to its soldiers. Tho bat- 
tle of Gaines’s Mills was fonght and loat 
by 4 third of our force contending under on 
incompetent corps commander against three 
times their number under Stonowall Jackson. 
The remaining two-thirds bod no enemy be- 
twoon them and Richmond, yet thoy were per- 
mitted neither to assist their comrades nor to 
adyance. After the battle of Malvern another 
opportunity was thrown away, and in the whole 
not Jess than five different occasions when the 
Rebels oxpected their capital to fall were lost 
by this sluggish and timid leader. To him 
alone is due the total failure of the Peninsula 
campaign, and since he is not likely to direct 
another, we need not remember his defeat as a 
canso of discouragement in the future. 

Gen. Pope's Virginia campaign is not to be 
counted among the movements against Rich- 
mond. His business was to create such a diver- 
sion in favor of McClellan as to allow the army 
of tho latter to be withdrawn from the Peninsu- 
la, and reéstablished in another position. From 
tho time of his defeat, no effort was made to de- 
stroy the Rebel military power in Virginia, till 
Gen. Burnside attacked the army of Leo at 
Fredericksburg, December 13, He was defeated 
by Generals who refused to obey ordors; 
by Goneral Franklin who declined to preas

Tho Hon. Owon ‘ejoy, Mombor of Cone 
greas from tho Vth Ilinola “District, died {n tho Olty af 
Brooklyn at balé-past 11 o'clock on Friday. night, He
